coming  before  said  meeting  will  be  taken  up  for 
your  consideration  and  action.

The  following  pupils  are  now  in  attendance  at 
various  high  schools  with  their  tuition  paid  by  Stark 
School  District:  Leona  Hickey,  Eugene  Hodgkins, 
Beverly  Maguire,  Ronald  Mason,  Beverly  Miles, 
Franklin  Rogers,  Victorine  Stewart  at  Groveton 
High  School ;  Helen  Fisher,  Donald  Fogg  at  Berlin 
High  School;  Earl  Dingman  at  Colebrook  High 
School ;  Rachel  McKinnon  at  Kennebunk,  Me. 
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Mrs.  Ruth  Croteau  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacan- 
cy at  the  Crystal  School.  Mrs.  Winnifred  Hart  and 
Mrs.  Urania  House  returned  to  their  respective  posi- 
tions as  primary  and  elementary  grade  teachers. 
Last  summer  Mrs.  Hart  and  Mrs.  House  attended  the 
Elementary  Workshop  in  Education  at  Colebrook. 
This  was  an  extension  course  of  Plymouth  Teachers 
College,  and  was  for  three  weeks  duration.  Because 
of  the  large  first  and  second  grade  enrollment,  the 
fourth  grade  was  transferred  to  the  elementary 
room,  providing  a  more  equitable  pupil  distribution 
and  a  better  overall  learning  situation. 

Textbooks  and  workbooks  were  purchased  for 
both  schools  in  the  fields  of  literature,  social  studies 
and  reading.  Our  schools  are  adequately  supplied 
with  the  most  recent  textbook  editions.  Supplies 
and  equipment  requirements  have  been  provided  in 
accordance  with  a  planned  program  of  meeting  our 
essential  needs.  The  new  slide  film  projector  will 
lend  itself  to  many  interesting  and  profitable  edu- 
cational experiences. 

The  interior  of  the  Stark  Village  School  was 
painted  and  general  minor  repairs  were  made  in 
the  maintenance  of  our  two  school  buildings.  A  new 
oil  burning  stove  was  installed  at  the  Crystal  School. 

The  Health  program  was  under  the  direction 
of  Miss  Florence  Wheeler,  R.  N.  All  children  were 
given  complete  physical  examinations  by  Dr.  Philip 
Merriam. 

The  increase  represented  in  the  school  budget 
of  1951-52  reflects  the  anticipated  increases  result- 
ing from  higher  costs  of  school  services,  materials 
and  supplies,  but  the  increased  local  assessment  is 
due  to  the  loss  of  state-aid.  Under  the  proposed 
state-aid  program  no  school  district  is  eligible  for 
state-aid  unless  they  make  a  local  tax  effort  of  more 
than  $14.00  per  thousand  on  the  district's  equalized 
valuation.  Under  normal  circumstances  the  tax  has 
usually  been  above  $14.00  per  thousand  for  the  sup- 
port of  schools.  For  the  year  1949-1950  Stark  used 
all  of  its  state-aid  ($4,346.63)  for  tax  reduction  and 
thereby  fell  below  the  required  $14.00  school  tax 
levy. 
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I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  citizens 
of  Stark  for  their  liberal  support  of  our  schools ;  to 
Mrs.  Muriel  Stuart  for  giving  so  generously  of  her 
time  and  effort  in  providing  an  excellent  hot  lunch 
program ;  to  the  school  board  for  their  guidance  and 
assistance  in  the  administration  of  school  affairs, 
and  to  the  teachers  for  their  cooperation  during 
the  past  year.

HEALTH  REPORT 


The  results  of  the  health  examination  which 
were  made  by  Dr.  Philip  Merriam,  assisted  by  Flor- 
ence Wheeler,  R.  N.,  were  as  follows : 

Defective  Teeth,  37 ;  Enlarged  or  Infected  Ton- 
sils, 13. 

Chronic  Ear  Infections,  2;  Adenoids,  6. 

Poor  Posture,  2  ;  Orthopedic  (under  care) ,  1. 

Cardiac,  2 ;  Hernia,  1 ;  Genital  Defects,  4. 

Underweight,  3 ;  Overweight  with  glandular 
disturbance,  2. 

All  defects  were  reported  in  writing,  to  parents 
or  guardians,  with  requests  to  consult  family  physi- 
cians, dentists,  or  clinics.  All  children  received  a 
record  of  height,  weight,  gain  and  normal  weight. 

In  the  early  spring,  children  and  teachers  were 
given  the  Patch  Test  and  those  who  showed  a  pos- 
itive reaction,  attended  the  Chest  Clinic  at  Groveton 
and  had  chest  X-rays. 

During  the  fall  term  there  was  a  general  epi- 
demic of  whooping  cough,  also  a  few  cases  of  skin 
and  scalp  diseases,  otherwise  the  health  of  the 
children  has  been  very  good.  Owing  to  distance  and 
time,  it  is  impossible  to  give  the  children  frequent 
inspections,  consequently,  it  is  an  added  duty  for 
the  teachers,  which  they  perform  willingly  and  effi- 
ciently. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT 

Several  tonsillectomies  and  a  few  other  correc- 
tions were  made  during  the  year,  but  I  feel  the  effort 
should  be  made  for  Dental  Clinic  work  for  these 
children.  For  some  time,  it  was  hoped  the  State 
Dental  Trailer  might  be  available  for  this  area  but 
so  far  as  we  are  able  to  learn,  that  is  definitely  out, 
so  we  will  need  to  direct  our  efforts  otherwise.
